Stoesscl's latest dispatches from Port 
Arthur Include a report on the- opera- 
tions up to Dec. 10 and show that the 
main line of forts had not been brok- 
en at that time. 
The Japanese so 


far have used every device of engin- 
eering skill In making approaches, but 
despite enormous sacrifices, have been 
able to take only the outer line of de- 
fences 


It is declared the gnrrlcon probably 


will be able to hold out a considerable 
time yet. 


The first dispatch Is dated Xov. 2G 


and Is as follows':" 


"1 am happy to Inform your majesty 


that on Nov. 20. after an Increased 
bombardment, tho Japanese attacked 
one of the forts on the northeastern 
front and leaped with a portion of 
their forces on the parapet. 
They 


were annihilated by rifle lire and the 
bayonet and thrown back Into the 
trenches. Their reserves were scat- 
tered by shrapnell:

Effect Passage Between Forts. 


"From Nov. 21 to Nov. 23 the enemy 


violently bombarded the fort and. In 
spite of er«at loss, effected by their 
perseverance, a passage between two 
forts on the northeastern front. 


"At 5:30 o'clock In the evening of 


Nov. 23; after heavy firing, tho Japan- 
ese hurled themselves against several 
works on this fort and seized a por- 
tion of the trenches, but they were 
thrown back by the reserves after a 
fierce bayonet struggle. 


"They returned to the assault at 


midnight and again occupied a part of 
the trenches, but were annihilated by 
our bayonets. 
At 2 o'clock In the 


morning all 
was over 
nnd 
your 


majesty's heroic troops were able to 
rest and start repairing the damage 
caused by the bombardment. < 


Japs Lose 2,000 Men. 


"From Nov. 20 to 24 the Japanese 


lost more than 2,000 men. All of our 
troops behaved an heroes. The follow- 
ing 
especially 
distinguished 
them- 


selves: Generals Kondratcnke. Nik- 
Itln (commander of the artillery), and 
Gorbalowsky, and Lieutenant Colonel 
Naonmenko. ,i<\ dpzen other officers 


Pigeon hay. 
Tho first was repulsed 


with groat loss to the Japanese. Tho 
same night the enemy attacked a de- 
tachment on Panlung mountain, but 
were repulsed, as also was their at- 
tack on Vlsokal (Two Hundred and 
Three Motor) hill. 


"On Nov. 2(5 the Japanese began to 


bombard and attack fiercely tho forts 
on tho northeast front, and the ad- 
vanced trenches. 
The trenches re- 


peatedly changed hands. Nevertheless, 
on the same night we threw back the 
Japanese at the point of the bayonet. 


Blow Up Parapet. 


"The enemy 'succeeded In blowing 


up the parapet at one of the forts, and 
bogan building parallels there. 
At 


another fort on the same night they 
laid sacks along the rampart, but our 
artillery dispersed them. 


"Toward 10 o'clock In the evening 


the Japanese attacked a battery on 
our loft flank In considerable strength, 
nnd at first obtained possession of a 
l>ortlon of the works, but our heroes 
brought bayonets Into use and the 
'Japanese retired, leaving a heap of 
their men. 'Along the whole front the 
Japanese 
reopened 
a 
violent lire 


against the Interior of the fortress, 
keeping It up until 5 o'clock on the 
morning of Nov. 27." 


A further dispatch from Gen. Sloes- 


sel, dated Nov. 30, says: 


"Since Nov. 27 the Japanese Imvo 


been carrying on a violent bombard 
mont and making Incessant assaults 
In considerable force against Vlsokal 
(203-Meter hill). Their assaults were 
,-opulsed." 


On Dec. 2 Gen. Stoossel reports as 


follows: 


"Tho twelve days' assault which 


commenced on Nov. 20 was definitely 
repulsed last night.

'"The Japanese, according to prison- 


ers and Chinese, lost at least 20,000 
men."

the Revelation of St. John: 
"And ihe

by day; for there shall be no night 
there." 
These words of Ihe gospel 


were referring to the new Jerusalem. 
They were giving the Ideal condition 
of a city In regard- to .protection by 
walls and gates. 
Hev. Denlson com- 


pared the Ideal city and the city of 
existence. 
He gave the three things 


to which American greatness is due, 
tlie principal one being the national 
Ideals and said It Is time for a re-

nily.

In short Hev. Denison said:

the last chapters of the Revelation 
then!

IOUK to this time a cut of ten per cent 
had been made by ihe owners, ac- 
cepted by the workers, but tile last 
cut would have HO reduced the scale 
of wages Hint, it would have been im- 
possible- to live comfortably by means 
of them. Men and women In Ihe cot- 
ton mills in' the east receive the -wine 
pay for the same work and had the 
reduction been effected In the Fall 
River mill;; the operatives all over 
the east would now ho working for 
about seven and a half a weuk. Ma- 
ny of these workers would have i'rom 
these wages to support families. This

strike and the struggle Is as bitter 
as ever with neither side willing lo 
yield, but
